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Little Differences Made the Big Difference 
The Story of the 1952 New England Green Pasture Contest Award 
By HERBERT A. LEONARD, Maine 


Editor's Note: After Harold Shaw, 
Owner of Shaw's Ridge Farm in San- 
ford, Maine was unanimously adjudged 
the winner of the New England Green 
Pasture contest we asked one of the 
judges, Herbert A. Leonard, Associate 
Professor of Animal Industry at the 
University of Maine, to tell our read- 
ers about the “golden secret” which 
brought top honors to the Shaw Farm. 
“It was the little differences which 
made the big difference,” said Profes- 
sor Leonard and in this article written 
especially for the “Milkpail,” he tells 
just what these “little differences” 
were and how they were employed by 
Shaw to win the award for the best 
pasture and roughage program in New 
England. The story is reprinted in the 
WORLD by permission. 


What were some of the practices 
which made Shaw’s Ridge Farm out- 
standing? Harold Shaw places a great 
deal of stress on a sound roughage 
program. Top quality pasture from 
the time the cows go out in the spring 
until housing time in the fall is a must 
with Mr. Shaw. Plenty of quality 
silage is second on his list. Mr. Shaw’s 
silage is mostly a legume grass mix- 
ture cut in June. Some corn silage 
is grown to help in the crop rotation. 

Then if there is any grass left after 
meeting pasture and silage require- 
ments it is made into hay on a large 
mow dryer at his Spring Vale Farm. If

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he does not produce enough hay for 
the herd “top quality hay can always 
be purchased” says Shaw, “but you 
can’t step out and buy top quality pas- 
ture and silage.” 

There are no such things as hay 
fields and pastures at Shaw’s Ridge 
Farm. Every piece of land on the 
farm was pastured one or more times 
during 1952. In addition, many fields 
yielded crops or hay or grass silage. 
One field on the farm was used for 
silage then pastured and hay cut in 
September. It has taken a lot of plan- 
ning to provide fences and water sup- 
plies so this flexible system of manage- 
ment could be achieved. 

Top yields of grasses and legumes 
require heavy fertilization. Every 
acre of this farm is covered annually 
with 6-8 tons per acre of manure to 
which suverphosphate has been added. 
Most every acre in addition is fertil- 
ized with 1000 pounds per acre of 
5-10-10 or 0-14-14, depending upon the 
amount of legumes present. This 
fertilizer is applied on a split appli- 
cation, one-half going on in Novem- 
ber and the other half in July. On

the few plots that are treated only 
once a year with commercial fertilizer 
the rate of application averages 700 
pounds per acre. 

Water has been made available to 
all plots with a carefully planned sys- 
tem of lanes and fences plus several 
hundred feet of pipe which is laid on 
top of the grounds and drained each 
fall. In the home farm where high- 
ways and railroad tracks have made it 
impossible to provide water in every 
plot, the herd is milked three times 
daily and watered at the barn. The 
cows on three times milking however 
are out in pasture each morning and 
afternoon every day. 

Special care is given old cows and 
fresh cows in Mr. Shaw’s pasture man- 
agement program. There is always a 
pasture plot near the barn that is re- 
served for these cows which eliminates 
the long walk for them to and from 
the barn daily. 

Like any of us, Harold Shaw has 
some plots that contain less legume 
than others. The plots that are pre- 
dominantly grass and nearly ready to 
renovate is where he turns his cows in 
the forenoon when the dew is on the 
grass. Then in the afternoon he 
moves then into a lush ladino clover 
piece. This practice plus feeding some 
dry hay every day that cows are on 
pasture makes bloat not a problem on 
this farm. 

The young stock gets choice pasture 
all summer long. They are started 
out on some heavily fertilized grass 
pasture and as the feed is reduced the 
heifers are taken out and brought 
home and put into plots where the 
first crop has been removed for silage 
or hay. When we were there in Au- 
gust all the heifers were off this early 
pasture and grazing second crop in 
plots near the barns. His six-month 
to one year calves also have access to 
pasture near the barns but in addi- 
tion are fed plenty of good quality 
hay and grain daily.

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Ketosis in Dairy Cattle 


By L. H. SCHULTZ 


Many dairymen have had the dis- 
heartening experience of seeing 
some of their best cows go “off feed”, 
decline in milk production and lose 
weight during the period of ten days 
to six weeks after calving when they 
should be doing their best. This con- 
dition, of course, may come from any 
of several causes but often the trouble 
turns out to be ketosis, or acetonemia. 
Both names refer to the same condi- 
tion but ketosis is the correct term. It 
refers to an accumulation of ketone 
bodies (products of fat metabolism) in 
the body. They appear in the blood 
and are eliminated in the urine, milk, 
and breath of the cow. A common 
diagnostic test for ketosis used by the 
veterinarian is a rapid urine or milk 
test for these ketone bodies. Some 
people call the disease sugar sickness 
because a low level of sugar in the 
blood accompanies the high level of 
ketone bodies. 


The symptoms follow the changes 
in blood sugar level more closely than 
the changes in the level of ketone 
bodies. Usually the cow is depressed 
and dull but sometimes in the ad- 
vanced stages she may exhibit nervous 
symptoms, being extremely excitable 
and touchy or she may show incoor- 
dination when moving. Occasionally 
the spine is arched and curved and the 
head twisted to one side. Most of the 
trouble is encountered during the 
winter from November to April, al- 
though some cases do appear on pas- 
ture. 


There are no reliable figures on the 


Effect of 4% pound of sodium propion- 
ate daily on milk production and blood 
picture of a cow with ketosis. Normal 
blood sugar about 50, and normal 
ketones about 5, in units used. 
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number of cows affected with ketosis 
yearly. Investigation of the records of 
one 30-cow herd over a period of 7 
years (1941-47) showed an average of 
2.1 cases per year with a range from 
0 to 6 cases in individual years. The 
average drop in production despite 
prompt treatment was 21.5 pounds 
per day and the average time for re- 
covery was 20.1 days. The fact that 
ketosis seems to be on the increase 
has been attributed to increased forc- 
ing of cows for higher production. 

Also, as the disease becomes bet- 
ter known it is more often correctly 
diagnosed. It is true that the best 
cows in well-fed herds seem to be the 
most susceptible. 


Many Treatments 

Articles in farm magazines and 
scientific publications during the past 
20 years have reported at least 2 
dozen different treatments to be bene- 
ficial for ketosis. Most of these have 
not stood the test of time. The stand- 
ard treatment over the years has been 
the injection of sugar (glucose) into 
the juglar vein. This treatment is an 
attempt to correct the low sugar level 
of the blood, and is a sound one. 

Chlora hydrate a drug with a 
sedative action has been used with 
some success. It was originally used 
to quiet animals that were excitable 
and nervous but it also appears to 
have some value for nonnervous cases. 

Cortisone, a hormone from the 
adrenal gland has also been used suc- 
cessfully. It is injected into the muscles, 
and apparently stimulates formation 
of sugar from other substances in the 
body. At the present time its use is 
limited because of the high cost. 

Rumen Studies 

Research on ketosis at the Ithaca 
Experiment Station. was designed pri- 
marily to study the causes and how 
it might be prevented. Interest was 
centered on the rumen of the cow be- 
cause the main species of farm animals 
affected are the ruminants. Certain 
acids are important products of bac- 
terial action in the rumen and the 
animal gets considerable use from 
these substances. The important acids 
produced are acetic(the vinegar acid), 
butyric(found in butter), and a simi- 
lar one called propionic. 

To determine the effect of exces- 
sive production of these acids each 
one was injected into the rumen of 
normal goats and the changes in 
the blood were followed. Acetic gave 


no marked change from the normal. 
Butyric caused a marked increase in. 
ketone bodies and a decrease in sugar. 
Propionic caused no change in ketone 
bodies but a marked increase in blood 
sugar. From this experiment it was 
concluded that, from the standpoint 
of ketosis increased production of 
acetic acid in the rumen would not 
have much effect, that extra butyric 
would be detrimental, and that extra 
propionic would be beneficial because 
it caused such marked increases in 
blood sugar. 


The next step was to measure the 

fatty acids present in the rumen of 
cows with ketosis. Each of the 3 acids 
was found to be low. Apparently 
none of them were being produced 
in normal amounts. 
Sodium Propionate For Treatment 
Because all of the acids being pro- 
duced in the rumen of ketosis cows 
were low and because propionic acid 
seemed to be rather specific for in- 
creasing the sugar level in the blood, 
a salt of propionic acid was tried for 
treatment. Sodium propionate was 
used because it was the most readily 
available. The cost is about 50c a 
pound. 

The response of the first cow treated 
with 4 pound of sodium propionate 
daily in two administrations is shown 
on the accompanying graph. In 10 days 
she was eating well and the milk pro- 
duction and blood picture had re- 
turned to normal. To date informa- 
tion is complete including the blood 
picture on 25 cows treated with pro- 
pionate. These cows all responded well, 
with the exception of one that turned 
out to have a bad uterine infection. 
Three of them showed relapses and 
were treated a second time. 

The material, a white powder, was 
most effective at levels of 4 to % 
pound daily (divided in half and given 
twice daily). The treatment period 
was usually 3 to 10 days depending 
upon the response. In the mild cases 
where the cows were still eating grain, 
they were fed the material in the grain 
at the 4-pounds daily level, and was 
the 4-pounds daily level. In the more 
severe cases it was used at the 4- 
pound-daily level, and was given by 
capsule or drench. It is rather unpalat- 
able so was difficult to feed in the 
grain at this level. Besides, in the 
more severe cases the cows were eat- 
ing little if any grain. It is not known

the organization and in_ particular 
Mr. C. T. Conklin, recently retired

Mr. Conklin had for many years 
been secretary of the American Ayr- 
shire Association and a leader among 
dairymen. He was best remembered 
for his administrative ability, scholarly 
approach to dairying problems of the 
highest level, and his superb creative 
showmanship.

Wooster, J. G. Adams, and C. M. 
Rodriguez, past presidents of the 
group. Mr. Musser also spoke highly 
of the work done by the first two 
presidents who could not attend, Ira 
G. Payne and J. W. Alsop. 

Other past officers of the group 
reviewed some of the activities of the 
association since its organization in 
1940 including the “Court of Dairy 
Queens”, exhibits at the national dairy 
shows, the development of the uni- 
form score card and uniform rules 
for official testing and some of the 
work in progress at the moment. 

President Rodriguez presided at the 
meeting of the group the next day at 
which time reports were heard from 
a number of committees including the 
Breeding Research Council, Artificial 
Insemination Committee, Production 
Testing Committee, Publicity and 
Public Relations Committee, Type 
Classification Committee and Legis- 
lative Committee. 

These reports were followed by re- 
ports from the Foot and Mouth Dis- 
ease Laboratory Committee, the Herd 
Health Committee, Show and Fair 
Classes Committee, Code of Sales Eth- 
ics Committee and others.

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tle Club requesting the Secretary of 
Agriculture to support and emphasize 
the D.H.1.A. program and publication 
of data and sires. This resolution was 
approved as was a second resolution 
presented by H. W. Norton, Jr., re- 
questing the Secretary of Agriculture 
to promulgate immediately effective 
regulations on Brucellosis to protect 
the nation’s livestock industry. 

Floyd Johnston of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club presented a letter 
which had been prepared by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee requesting that the 
Secretary of Agriculture lend his sup- 
port in bringing about the appoint- 
ment of a representative of The Pure- 
bred Dairy Cattle Association to the 
Advisory Committee for Agriculture. 
A motion was made and passed to 
approve this letter. Mr. Johnston also 
read a resolution in support of addi- 
tional funds by the government for 
agricultural research and education 
and a covering letter which will be 
sent to certain farm organizations 
along with the resolution. This was 
passed. 

Representatives of the National As- 
sociation of Artificial The 
American Dairy Science Association 
and the International Association of 
Fairs were present and spoke briefly. 


Breeders, 


Of the committee reports, a sum- 
mary includes data reported by state 
extension dairymen to the U.S.D.A. 
showing a 16.3% increase in herds 
enrolled and 34% increase in number 
of cows bred artificially in 1951 over 
the prior year. 

This report indicated that more 
than 3% million cows in 543,397 herds 
were bred artificially, representing 
15% of the milk cows in the United 
States. 

Revised requirements governing ar- 
tificial insemination of purebred dairy 
cattle as approved by the Purebred 
Dairy Cattle Association in the prior 
year, were approved by the respective 
member organizations, the National 
Association of Artificial Breeders and 
The American Dairy Science Associa- 
tion. This committee reported that the 
new rules booklets were mailed to all 
semen producing businesses as of July 
1952 and that the new requirements 
had been accepted very favorably.

Braun's Sunny Lea Farm, Wauke- 
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Turn Dairy Problems Into Opportunities 


A Notable Address of Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
before the American Dairy Association in Chicago, Ill., March 23, 1953 


You have conferred upon me a sig- 
nal honor in asking me to speak to 
you at your fourteenth annual conven- 
tion. This honor carries with it a great 
responsibility which, in view of con- 
ditions in your industry, is almost 
overwhelming, although deeply chal- 
lenging. 

As I face you today I am saddened 
in the knowledge that one of our truly 
great dairy leaders has just left us. 
John Brandt, your friend and mine, 
served and loved the dairy industry. 
Because of his courageous leadership 
he made invaluable contributions to 
this great industry. May a kind Provi- 
dence keep ever fresh in our memor- 
ies his stimulating and _ progressive 
spirit. 

I congratulate this great industry 
that from your number have come 
many of our greatest agricultural lead- 
ers. Your leadership is needed today as 
never before. You must not fail. 

Coming here has aroused a flood 
of memories of+activities in an inten- 
sive dairy section on a dairy farm 
where I spent most of my life. It was 
a busy but happy life on that family- 
size farm, with a good-size family of 
eleven children. 

Well do I remember the years of 
hand milking before and after school— 
the coming of the first milking ma- 
chine—our first two purebred heifers 
from far-off Wisconsin, part of a 
pooled carload purchased co-opera- 
tively with our neighbors. I recall the 
early, before-daylight and late after- 
dark hours in the barn, and on the milk 
route later as I operated my own herd 
of 30 milk cows. The memory of show- 
ing our best at the county fair and on 
the show circuit, and as a county 
agent encouraging boys and _ girls 
through 4-H Club work to start a 
dairy calf project—all of these pleasant 
memories fill me with a love for this 
industry and a deep concern for the 
future as we face our challenging 
problems. 

Perhaps as much as any other farm 
enterprise, dairying is typical of family 
farms. These farms are the strong 
backbone of America agriculture, and 
a bulwark against all that is aimed at 
weakening and destroying our Ameri- 
can way of life. 

Dairying is a solid, dependable en- 
terprise on which farm families have 
prospered and will continue to profit 
through the years ahead. 
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Major problems were inherited by 
the new administration which took 
office January 20. They strike deep at 
the welfare of all our citizens. Farm 
families along with all our American 
homes have been greatly disturbed by 
the “state of the Union,” as President 
Eisenhower found it when he took 
over. 

Current year’s budget deficit 5.9 bil- 
lion dollars. 

Budget proposed by the outgoing 
administration indicating “a budget- 
ary deficit of 9.9 billion for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1954.” 

“National debt is now more 
265 billion dollars. 

“Accumulated obligational author- 
ity of the Federal government for 
future payments totals over 80 billion 
dollars.” 

We have a great President in the 
White House in Washington. I am 
working closely with him as a Cabinet 
officer and have been now for two 
months. He is a man of integrity, of 
action, and well-seasoned judgment, a 
man with an impelling desire to serve 
the United States and the world. We 
can safely follow his leadership. 

We must back him all the way in 
the huge task that is his. This is the 
time for whole-hearted suppert of his 
leadership. 

Prices of farm products had been 
moving down for almost two years 
when we took office. 

A drastic drop in cattle prices was 
in progress—and it had rapidly cut 
value out from under dairy herds. 

As you know, we took prompt and 
effective actions. Cattle markets have 
strengthened. Consumers are eating 
much more beef. Hog prices have ad- 
vanced rapidly. 

Butter was being bought at rapid 
rate as we came into office—at times, 
well over two million pounds a day. 
The Government owned about thirty- 
seven million pounds of butter, seven 
million pounds of cheese, and nearly 
fifty-six million pounds of dried milk. 

It is an illustration of only one of 
the numerous, difficult and complex 
farm problems which we _ inherited. 
Over a billion dollars worth of farm 
products were owned by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation when we 
took office. 

We found no forward-looking, well- 
organized programs looking toward 
permanent solutions that would lessen 


than 


the dependence on uneconomic gov- 
ernmental price supports. It has be- 
come too easy to merely speed tax 
payers’ money to bolster markets. 
Lack of sound programs have allowed 
food and feed spoilage while all con- 
sumers were paying more than neces- 
sary for food. 

The butter problem we inherited 
was much in the news. People were 
asking, “Would the new administra- 
tion continue to support butter at 90 
percent of parity?” 

You know the answer. For the new 
marketing year beginning April 1, 
dairy products will be supported at 
90 percent of parity. We decided to do 
this after consulting with farmers, 
dairy industry representatives, mem- 
bers of Congress and farm organiza- 
ion leaders. 


We made this decision because the 
great dairy industry said to us, “We 
can solve our marketing problems, but 
we need time to get our programs into 
operation.” 


The farm and dairy leadership now 
has the opportunity to demonstrate 
what teamwork will accomplish. 

I have come to the American Dairy 
Association and to all others assembled 
in this important convention to say 
that I know of no segment of the 
agricultural economy that has stronger 
and more capable leadership than the 
dairy industry. You can solve your 
marketing problems without the kind 
of government supports which price 
your products out of the market. We 
expect you to do so. 


In doing so, you will demonstrate 
to the Nation that high rigid supports 
and subsidies are not necessary for a 
prosperous and desirable economy. 
You will demonstrate that individual 
and group action can solve most prob- 
lems with a minimum of Federal assis- 
tance and control. You will recapture 
the good will of the public which has 
deteriorated because of unworkable 
price supports at the expense of the 
taxpayers. 


You can do all this by turning dairy 
problems into opportunities. Here are 
some facts and procedures that deserve 
consideration. 


If the present trend is allowed to 
continue, butter is on the way out. 
In 1940 we were eating nearly seven- 
teen pounds of butter per person— 
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now, we are averaging a little under 
9 pounds per year. 

Total production of creamery but- 
ter was 1,872 million pounds in 1941— 
in 1952 only 1,206 million pounds were 
produced, a reduction of 666 million 
pounds. 


In these eleven years population 
had increased by 23 million people, 
while the much smaller quantity of 
butter, 1,206 million pounds has been 
depending on government price sup- 
ports. Excessive artificial aids are rap- 
idly destroying markets which they 
were designed to protect. 

In ten years, sales of butter per 
consumer have dropped almost one- 
half. The disappearance of butter 
from the markets will continue unless 
aggressive steps are taken to save the 
industry. 

The nutritional and _ health-giving 
qualities of butter have never been 
questioned. People like butter. There- 
fore, the market is not being taken 
over by other products because of 
superiority. 

Why has there been such a rapid 
drop in butter sales? The dairy in- 
dustry knows the answer. 

Many say butter has been “priced 
out of the market.” -If that is true, 
then dairy farmers and the dairy in- 
dustry had better seriously question 
the wisdom of recommending to the 
government that butter and _ other 
dairy products prices be supported at 
90 percent of parity. 

Abnormally high prices help destroy 
markets for individual farm products 
as substitutes move in. 

Another ten years of market decline 
such as in the past would virtually 
wipe out the butter business. It is a 
market-that must not be lost. 

Butter use has declined while com- 
peting products have rapidly increased 
until there is now almost as much 
margarine being used as butter. Other 
“spreads” have taken away markets 
which higher cost butter has not held. 

Butter is not the only example of 
loss of markets through artificial 
prices. The high support price for 
cotton is given credit for greatly 
stimulating the production of syn- 
thetic fibres. The synthetic industry 
has speeded up research to produce 
high quality man-made fibres. The 
production in the United States of 
such items as nylon and rayons is 
equal to 3.3 million bales of cotton per 
year. 

The United States has the capacity 
to produce man-made fibres equal in 
amount of 4.3 million bales of cotton. 
The world capacity to produce man- 
made fibres exceeds the equivalent of 
12 million bales. 
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Wool has had price supports of one 
kind or another for years. Some old 
textile and clothing companies which 
had all through their history made 
nothing but “all wool” cloth, rugs and 
clothing, have been forced away from 
all-wool. 

The public, in part at least, now 
has been sold on suits, rugs and other 
products that contain high propor- 
tions of fibre other than wool. Much 
of the demand for wool may have 
been permanently lost to American 
farmers and sheep ranchers. 


Of course, price is not the only 
factor that affects markets for farm 
products. An industry which is not 
alert, research and market-wise, can 
have trouble regardless of price poli- 
cies. But the fact remains that farmers 
cannot afford to price themselves out 
of markets. Industries which demand 
continued high rigid government price 
supports and will not aid themselves 
are doing untold permanent damage 
to farmers. 

The best friends that farmers can 
have are leaders of sound judgment 
who take realistic positions—leaders 
who help build and strengthen mar- 
kets, not destroy them. 

We in your United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture are calling upon 
the dairy industry to study the facts 
and the records carefully. You have 
asked for a year to solve your dairy 
marketing problems. 

Examine carefully this question of 
90 percent support for dairy products. 
Will it help destroy or build markets 
for our farmers who are producing 
milk? We dare not weaken or destroy 
the markets on which our farm fami- 
lies depend and on which the pros- 
perity of this great segment of our 
national economy rests. 

No industry thrives on a shrinking 
volume of business. We need an ex- 
panding, growing market for butter 
and dairy products—not a shrinking 
market. 

We need increasing outlets for milk 
for two great and impelling reasons: 
(1) For more profit for farmers and 
the industries serving dairy farmers, 
and (2) to assure a better diet for 
consumers. 

Let’s use this year to bring forth 
sound market-building, not market- 
destroying, answers. 

Price support laws will be carried 
out faithfully in every respect. Con- 
gress has the responsibility for making 
the laws. As Secretary 6f Agriculture, 
I am pledged to administer them as 
written. 

Our policies, which the President's 
Agricultural Advisory committee 
helped develop, include the following: 


“While enforcing these laws, there 
will be formulated long-term programs 
which will more fully and effectively 
accomplish our over-all objectives. 

“Price supports which tend to pre- 
vent production shifts toward a bal- 
anced supply in terms of demand and 
which encourage uneconomic produc- 
tion and result in continuing heavy 
surpluses and subsidies should be 
avoided. 


“Our agricultural policy should aim 
to obtain in the market place full 
parity prices of farm products and 
parity incomes for farm people so that 
farmers will have freedom to operate 
efficiently and to adjust their produc- 
tion to changing consumer demands 
in an expanding economy. This ob- 
jective cannot be assured by govern- 
ment programs alone.” 

Major dependence on rigid price 
supports at uneconomic levels will be 
destructive to the great dairy industry 
of the United States. The Dairy Ad- 
visory Group recognized this fact in 
telling us that work would be started 
immediately on programs to reduce to 
a minimum = governmental support 
purchases of butter and other dairy 
products. 

The decline in consumption of milk 
and milk products is alarming. For 
1952, the use was about 695 pounds 
(based on fat solids) per person per 
year—the lowest on record. In 1939, 
the milk equivalent use was 824 
pounds per capita. 

Dairy farmers and the dairy indus- 
try cannot afford to lose the market 
for 130 pounds of milk per person as 
they have in the past thirteen years. 

Children and other consumers 
should not be subjected to this severe 
cut-back in use of milk and milk pro- 
ducts, because it could easily result in 
a rapid lowering of nutrition and thus 
less vigor and poorer health among 
our people. 

If farmers and the dairy industry 
team up to recapture the market for 
the 130 pounds of milk per person 
which has been lost in the past thir- 
teen years, they will turn milk sur- 
pluses into scarcities. They will turn 
the butter problems into opportuni- 
ties. 

Dr. Hazel K. Stiebeling, head of 
our Bureau of Human Nutrition and 
Home Economics, says: 


“ It is difficult to plan a nutritionally 
sound diet with less than 5 quarts of 
milk a week for each person—or milk 
products that furnish an equivalent 
amount of protein, minerals, and vitamins. 
Yet, nearly half of our population prob- 
ably consumes less than this. If everyone 
followed this recommendation of 5 quarts 
of milk a week, we would consume one- 
fifth more milk than we do now.

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Secretary Benson’s Speech 

Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson delivered a 
powerful speech at the recent annual meeting of the 
American Dairy Association, which we reproduce in full 
text. We learn that it was very well received by this group 

Certainly it comes as quite a refreshing experience for 
farmers to listen to a Washington official talking about the 
responsibilities of agriculture to do something for itself in 
solving its problems rather than leaning on Washington 
for support. 

Government, of course, cannot step entirely out of the 
picture in dairy problems as long as support prices and 
tariffs are maintained that influence the dairyman’s costs 
of production. We do not think that is the intention of 
Secretary Benson. There is unquestionably a continuing 
role for Washington in connection with export trade of 
agricultural products by barter or otherwise and in continu- 
ing distribution of food products for the school lunch pro- 
gram and various relief agencies. These are not industry 
responsibilities. 

We think it timely to recall that agriculture was 
really sick back in the depression days, and while many of 
the emergency programs of the New Deal were “cockeyed,” 
the net effect got agriculture over the hump. 

Then came the. war-born demands for food in which 
American farmers accomplished miracles of production, 
and agriculture was in the blue chips. Outworn support 
and subsidy programs were continued, however, because 
of their supposed vote-getting value. The Korean war 
bailed out the old programs temporarily in 1950, but there 
was growing realization by farmers that the eventual out- 
come would be a completely controlled and regimented 
farm economy. 

The present situation in the dairy industry, following 
the earlier potato and egg fiascos, lends much point to the 
position Secretary Benson is now defining. We feel sure 
the dairy industry will gladly accept the challenge to de- 
velop a plan of procedure that will be sound and work- 
able. Incidently, you will find a very fine article on Secre- 
tary Benson in the Saturday Evening Post for March 28. 





T. B. Still Lurks 


While we are making steady progress towards complete 


elimination of Bovine T. B. in the U. S., the monthly 
figures from the Bureau of Animal Industry make it clear 
that we cannot afford to become complacent or careless 
about it. 

Every state retains its status as a Modified Accredited 
Area, but the monthly BAI reports reveal that the disease 
is not completely eliminated from the great majority of 
the states. i 

In January 1953 TB tests were made of 912,833 cattle 
in 42,375 herds. Reactors were found in 514 herd in 34 
states or territories, and the total number of reacting 
animals was 1095. In 15 states, some of which tested only 
a few herds, no reactors were found during that month. 

Just from curiosity we looked back six years in our 
files for the January 1947 BAI report. In that month 
749,374 cattle in 44,188 herds were tested. Infection was 
found on 778 premises and the total number of reactors 
was 1677. Only 6 states showed no reactors. 
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So it seems we are making progress. Yet the current 
report demonstrates that enough latent infection exists in 
important cattle areas so that carelessness might well lose 
rapidly the ground that was so expensively gained in 
bringing this disease under control. 

In the March issue of The Dairy Herd Improver, 
monthly publication of the New York State College of 
Agriculture, an article of Prof. C. G. Bradt gives some 
suggestions that we feel are very sound. 

Prof. Bradt refers in his article to a herd of 50 head 
recently destroyed as reactors, a severe loss to the owner 
and a great source of danger. He continues: 

“Over 1300 reactors were disclosed last year in New 
York State. This was fewer than the year before, but still 
it is 1300 potential spreaders of the disease. Had they not 
been tested and located, the damage to the dairy industry 
in the community could have been multiplied greatly. 

What should be the attitude of farmers toward the 
handling of this disease? T.B. once took heavy toll of 
dairy income. Much human tuberculosis suffering and 
death on the farm was attributed to it thirty years ago 
when New York herds were heavily infected. Those condi- 
tions we hope, shall never return,—never. 


How Farmers Can Help 


Here are a few suggestions for dairy farmers to think 
about,—ways they can help keep T.B. subdued,—eradicated: 

1. Encourage the regular T. 
every three years. 

2. Assist the local veterinarian when he needs help 
with testing the animals. 
Have confidence in the judgment of your veterinarian 
when he comes to “read” the test. He will not “take” 
cows because he enjoys branding them. It’s the most 
disagreeable job a veterinarian must do. 
Maintain the unwavering attitude that infected ani- 
mals,—and suspicious ones too, must go. There should 
be no compromise on this point; not even when a good 
cow reacts. 
Should reactors be found, cooperate fully with the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry by following its recommenda- 
tions for handling them and for cleaning and disin- 
fecting the premises after their removal. 
When post-mortem reports indicate “N.V.L.” (no  vis- 
ible lesions) for slaughtered reactors, don’t become 
disturbed. “N.V.L.,” is no proof that the cow did not 
have tuberculosis. 


Fight Must Continue

The federal and state bureaus of animal industry are 
making every effort to keep T.B. suppressed. Most cattle- 
men welcome this help in their interest. However, because 
a good job is being done and the state-wide loss«s are no 
longer great, it is no excuse for complacency and reduced 
interest in this essential disease control work.”

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On the Holstein Front 


With FAY BARNEY 


At Wisconsin state convention time, 
Allen Hetts picked me up at the 
Monterey Hotel in Janesville on Sun- 
day and drove me over to Ft. Atkinson 
to his own Crescent Beauty establish- 
ment and to a few of the other herds 
in that vicinity. 

Allen had done some remodeling 
last fall, some heifer stalls substituted 
for box stalls—all of the cows were in 
stanchions. The barn immaculate, the 
cows spotless. Next to the aisle was 
Queen Crescent Fobes Lady, the All- 
American three-year-old of 1952; she 
was not on official test but was run- 
ning at a 700 pound rate on DHIA— 
has filled out nicely and looking even 
better than last fall. Next in the line 
was the All-American Crescent Beauty 
Lady Gloria, dam of Allen’s All-Amer- 
ican bull, Crescent Beauty Comman- 
der; her last calf was a heifer born 
last December, a full sister to “Com- 
mander”. “Lady Gloria” is due again 
in October which will give her three 
calves in a period of 20 months. Third 
in this distinguished lineup was Cres- 
cent Beauty Supreme Gloria, Excel- 
lent, maternal sister to “Lady Gloria,” 
dam of the splendid yearling heifer 
that sold at the Tulsa classic for $1150; 
“Supreme Gloria” is making her sec- 
ond record over 600 of fat. Fourth was 
Queen Admiral Crescent Sady, VG, 
the All-American two-year-old of 1950 
whose little son by “Commander” sold 
at Tulsa for $1200. She has developed 
most satisfactorily. 


The other Excellents were A L B 
Rex Fayne Grahamholm, still quite a 
show cow at 11 years; Crescent Beauty 
Admiral Joy, the light colored one, 
making her third 2X record over 600 
of fat; and Crescent Beauty Jule Mar- 
garet, making her third 2X record 
over 600 fat. The “Commander” 
daughters Allen considers the most 
promising yearlings he has ever bred;

Possibly a little too much “daylight 
under them” to suit some breeders, 
but wonderful prospects for future 
development with the right kind of 
udders.

Close by Allen’s is the Glover Farms, 
owned and operated since Mr. Glover's 
death by Elmer Zimmerman. Back in 
the summer of 1950 I'd taken a picture 
here of the old Excellent Ormsby Joe 
Showgirl; we found her in a pen with 
two husky calves on her, she is a nurse 
cow now and Elmer says about half 
his herd traces to her. One of her 
daughters that was right in bloom was 
the VG Gerben Ormsby Showgirl, 
daughter of Admiral Gerben Ormsby; 
and right next her was another 
daughter of the same sire, Gerben 
Pietertje Maid, VG, with a 640-Ib. 
record. She was so deep bodied that 
Allen slyly remarked that maybe he 
could use a son of hers to advantage 
on “Commander”daughters. One of 
the herd sires was Vickery Marathon 
King, VG, SM Production sire with 
a plus proof of 46 pounds of 453 
pound dams. The herd has won sev- 
eral Progressive Breeder awards, has 
a seven year average of around 450 
fat and has scored as high as 84.9 
points on a total of 39 head. 


Over at Harold Draeger’s we saw 
Ralph’s Junior All-American winner 
and Reserve All-American senior year- 
ling heifer (open division), Future 
Hope Roamer Faith. She had fresh- 
ened in November with a nice heifer 
calf by Crescent Beauty Commander; 
she was doing nicely in production 
making close to two pounds of fat a 
day, and her udder was well balanced 
with strong attachment. Across the 
aisle from her were her own dam and 
her sire’s dam; the dam is still young 
and, compared with her illustrious 
daughter, is somewhat on the plain 
side. The granddam is a daughter of 
Crescent King Butter Boy, a_ bull 
Allen’s father bred and sold to Mr. 
Draeger; she is VG and has several 
records on 2X up to 558 fat, she and 
two of her sisters all over 100,000 
pounds milk. She was bred to Pabst 
Roamer to produce the sire of the 
All-American heifer. The Draegers 
were away but Allen was quite famil- 
iar with the herd, pointed out some 
Comet daughters that were classified 
VG. The herd was one of the pioneers 
in Herd Test with a 15 year average 
of around 440 of fat. 


On our return to Janesville, a quick 
stop at the Gene Acres farm of Paul 
Wixom, a beautifully equipped place 
near Milton Junction. Here we saw 
the herd assembled from some of the 
tops of recent auctions and the herd 
sire, Hickory Creek Prince Pontiac, 
son of Willow Springs Crescent Prince 
from a 712 pound daughter of Cres- 
cent Butter Boy Supreme. Wixom has 
a son and two daughters of “Com- 
mander” and plans to work into a 
Crescent Beauty herd. 

* . * 

Next morning, along with John 
Hetts and Carl Nelson and daughter, 
Carol Jean, out to the Rock County 
Hospital herd, A. G. Steinborn is 
Superintendant and Loren Brewer is 
herdsman. There are twenty some 
daughters here of the Gold Medal, 
Pabst Sir Belmont Prince, with most 
of the younger females by Pabst Burke 
Cascader, VG son of Burke. The pres- 
ent herd sire is Pabst Combel Eye- 
bright, a Comet son from Pabst Bel- 
mont Ormsby Eyebright, VG daugh- 
ter of Pabst Belmont Creator with 
records up to 754 of fat. Pabst Combel 
Eyebright was recently classified VG 
at three years of age, his daughters are 
just due to start freshening. 

The young herd sire here is Pabst 
Walkro, son of “Walker Lad” from 
Pabst Roamer Fobes Prairie, Roamer 
daughter that was nominated for All- 
American 4-year-old in 1949. With his 
horns trimmed down he might make 
one of the good senior yearling bulls 
on the 1953 show circuit. 


At the last Wisconsin annual meet- 
ing the Rock County herd tied with 
Kyland Farms for the largest number 
of 100,000 pound certificates. There 
was a nice family from the “Prince” 
daughter, Rock Valley Belmont Sylvia, 
VG, with 710.9 fat herself, a daughter 
with 560 fat at two years and two full 
sisters with 671 and 661 of fat.

CRESCENT BEAUTY SUPREME

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The idea of selling our own, of 
advertising and promoting dairy prod- 
ucts, and of financing programs of 
this type by check-offs and industry 
taxes has received a great deal of con- 
sideration both from the speaker's 
platform and in the printed page in 
recent months. It should, because it 
is one of the big jobs ahead of the 
‘mdustry today. We hope that the in- 
dustry can make up for the time al- 
ready lost because we have not done 
nearly enough to date. We have been 
impressed by the fine work done by 
the American Dairy Association, the 
National Dairy Council, and others, 
but they have been limited in what 
they could do by the funds available 
to them. Much more money by many 
times over needs to be put into the 
promotion of dairy products. . . . and 
we cannot wait. In this column we do 
not propose to discuss all the ramifi- 
cations of this tremendous task, but 
we do want to repeat the Association’s 
policy and stand on the matter of 
marketing dairy products. A number 
of years ago the Association adopted 
the following statement as a part of a 
complete statement of policy on breed 
promotion: 

“It is not the function of the As- 
sociation to promote breed milk as 
such. That belongs to the dairyman 
producing the milk and he should pay 
the cost assessed on the milk so mar- 
keted. Inasmuch as market milk is 
predominately from the Holstein cow. 
we urge full co-operation with the 
established agencies promoting in- 
creased consumption of milk and dairy 
products and their financial support 
by the dairymen.” 

This is a most sound and construc- 
tive policy and one that avoids over- 
lapping, duplication, and needless 
wastes. But in line with this policy 
there is much that we can do and 
must do if the real job of selling 
dairy products is to be done. In this 
connection, and also as a part of the 
Association’s program, we are inter- 
ested in learning of any State pro- 
grams on the marketing of any agricul. 
tural products which might be 
adapted to the promotion of dairy 
products. We have in mind such 
programs as the industry tax in Maine 
on potatoes and the “Milk for 
Health” program in New York. 

So that the Milk Marketing Repre- 
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sentatives in each local and State club 
can be appraised of the various means 
available for raising funds for and the 
promotion of dairy products, we 
would like to carry in our Milk Mar- 
keting News Letters during the re- 
mainder of this year information on 
these programs. If you have any such 
program in your state, would you 
please write the National Office, either 
Mr. Householder or Mr. Rumler, 
about them? It is the Association’s 
responsibility to furnish whatever in- 
formation it can and the responsibility 
of the Holstein leaders in every section 
of the country to do what they can to 
see that dairymen assume their full 
share of the responsibility for the 
promotion and sale of dairy products. 


ANNUAL AUDIT 


During March the final auditing of 
all financial records for 1952 took 
place. Representatives of the auditing 
firm of Patterson, Teele and Dennis, 
of Boston, were on hand making their 
complete and thorough study of the 
Association’s books, as they have done 
for several years. 

The work of the auditors is the 
verification for members that all ac- 
counts and financial records are ac- 
curate and maintained in a manner 
consistent with recognized accounting 
principles. 

The auditors also examine closely 
the minutes of our Board of Directors 
and Executive Committee meetings to 
determine whether financial directives 
have been carried out in accordance 
with their intent. 

A statement of the auditors’ find- 
ings will. be prepared and published 
in the Association’s Annual Report. 
While perhaps not exciting, the brief 
statement of the auditors is backed 
by a very intensive examination of 
details and members may rest assured 
that no stone is left unturned. For 
the year 1952, the Association’s in- 
come and expenses were much like 
those of the average farmer, the totals 
were very close together. As a matter 
of fact, the difference between the 
two was not as great as would be 
desirable. 


MEETINGS FOR BEGINNERS 


In field meetings, the “Primer Meet- 
ing” program is gaining rapidly. This 


project, inaugurated this year, de- 


pends for its success on breeder co- 
operation and it was not known here 
how the program would be received. 
However, it is interesting to note that 
the acceptance has been far in excess 
of expectations and is now a “big 
thing.” 

Through the program, the National 
Association provides teaching aids and 
an approved “course of study.” All 
other personnel and organization must 
come from the local county clubs and 
the breeders themselves. 

Through the local club, qualified 
breeders are chosen as “instructors”, 
and a suitable farm is selected as the 
site of the meetings. Invitations are 
offered to prospective breeders and 
particularly new breeders, and _ the 
meeting is held at a convenient time 
on the farm. The subject matter of 
the meeting is the basic “paper work” 
which every breeder must know, in- 
cluding such matters as how to file 
applications for registry, a review of 
Association programs and _ services, 
rules of registry, classification, testing, 
etc., and how to maintain an accurate 
and practical herd record. 

Already a large number of such 
meetings have been held and many 
more are scheduled. (If your county 
club is interested, full details can be 
obtained from your fieldman or this 
office.)

quire 45 days to print with presses 
going full shift. These presses print 
“32-up” or 32 pages at one.time. 

Placed on a balance scale, this edi- 
tion of Volume 9, more than a freight 
carload, would nicely balance the 
weight of all cows in the average 30- 
cow herd on test. 

About 90% of the prepared copy for 
this book will be typed automatically 
on IBM machines. (This procedure 
will save the Association in labor cost 
about twice what was expended for 
typing the material for the far less 
pretentious Volume 8). Cows will be 
listed numerically by sires, and sires 
listed alphabetically. The book will 
contain even more kinds of informa- 
tion than previous works in this series, 
and it is estimated that the book will 
be available to breeders in about six 
months. 


SELECTIVE REGISTRATION 


Of course we are watching with 
interest the progress of the Selective 
Registration program which is gath- 
ering speed, although at the moment 
there are not sufficient statistics avail- 
able to draw any safe conclusions as 
to what the program may do in future 
months and years. 

Due to the stimulus of the rulings 
permitting already-registered animals 
to be considered (applications for both 
selective and preferred ratings may be 
made on bulls born after January 1, 

1940) there probably will not be a 
true leveling off to “normal” flow 
of these ratings for sometime. 

Also, 
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the ratio between Preferred 


and Selected Pedigree Bulls will be 
misleading for a while since naturally 
these breeders now possessing bulls 
eligible for preferred ratings are anx- 
ious to get applications for such ani- 
mals into the mail in these early weeks 
of the program. 


On only the most limited figures 
we are inclined to believe that the 
per cent of bulls automatically qual- 
ifying for “Selected Pedigree” will 
be greater than originally antici- 
pated. With a dropping off in the 
total number of bull registrations, 
it is only natural that the per cent 
qualifying should increase.—-END.

Dan D. Casement, nationally famous 
Hereford breeder and known through- 
out the agricultural field as a writer 
on livestock subjects, died March 7 at 
his home at Manhattan, Kansas in his 
85th year. He was a contributor to the 
old weekly Breeders’ Gazette in its hey- 
day and in later years has been a pro- 
lific writer for the Hereford Journal 
and other livestock publications. We 
have on occasion quoted from his live- 
stock observations in the columns of 
the WORLD. 


In reporting his death and _ his 
fabulous career, the Hereford Jour- 
nal gave the following statement of 
Dan Casement’s philosophy of life, 
which applies so well to all who are 
breeding livestock, whether _ beef 
cattle or dairy, that we are repro- 
ducing from the Journal this philo- 
sophy of a farmer-stockman. 


PHILOSOPHY OF A FARMER 
STOCKMAN 

“It would be a dull mind indeed that 
would find no stimulation and incentive 
in the infinite possibilities involved and 
the engaging problems encountered in the 
effort to improve domestic animals by 
breeding. In this field man is working 
in close partnership with the infinite 
force that rules all nature. The deeper 
his insight into its laws, the closer his 
communion with it and the fuller his 
realization of his obligations in this part- 
nership, the more certainly and helpfully 
will his vocation react on his personality 
and the more surely will he be rewarded 
with material success and the personal 
satisfaction that comes with worthy ac- 
complishment. No business calls for 
greater skill, keener insight, truer in- 
tuitions.

BARTLETT BULL TO MICHIGAN 

John and Kathryn Bartlett, Osh- 
kosh, Wis. report the sale of their 
son of Pabst Roamer from their 
State Champion “Hester” cow to 
George Burroughs, Grand _ Blanc, 
Mich. This bull, named Meriwether 
Hester Roamer, has been in service 
at Bartlett Farm as a junior herd 
sire. The dam, Lourose Meriwether 
Hester Fobes (VG) has calved at 2 
3, 4, 5 and 6 years of age, her last 
three records on 2X milking all being 
over 700 lbs of fat. She is one of 
the youngest cows of the breed to 
make over 100,000 Ibs of milk on 
2X milking.

This 
is the eleventh year on HIR for Cof- 
feydale Farm and its current average 
of 16,895 lbs. milk, 3.6% 606.9 lbs. fat 
is its second average of more than 
600 Ibs. and its eighth average over 
500 Ibs. 


The high herd average for milk 
production in this monthly report was 
the nine 2X cows owned by John and 
Kathryn Bartlett, Oshkosk, Wis. In 
its ninth year in HIR, this herd aver- 
aged 17,209 lbs. milk, 3.4%, 593.3 Ibs. 
fat, its third consecutive average’ over 
500 Ibs. 

The second highest average for fat 
this month, and one of the most in- 
teresting records in the list belongs to 
the 2X herd of 38 cows owned by 
Lakefield farms, Clarkston, Mich. This 
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herd is one of the select few that have 
completed 25 years of continuous HIR 
testing. Its most recent average 15,776 
Ibs. milk, 3.8%, 598.4 Ibs. fat is its 
sixth consecutive average over 500 Ibs. 
fat on 2X milking, and attains very 
high ranking in the 2X sub-division 
for herds of 31-50 cows. This is the 
highest record for fat production in 
the whole series of records of this 
herd, its two previous years being 
15,643 Ibs. milk, 586.7 Ibs. fat for 33 
cows in 1951, and 16,090 Ibs. milk, 
585.7 lbs. fat on 32 cows in 1950. This 
is a tremendous year after year show- 
ing. 

The third high average for both 
milk and butterfat was made by the 
Quality Farm herd owned by Mrs. 
Edith L. Dilworth, Lakeville, Conn. 
This 2X herd of 23 cows averaged 
16,177 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 594.2 Ibs. fat 
in its eleventh year in HIR. In the 
previous year 24 cows in this herd 
averaged 16,547 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 614.7 
Ibs. fat. 


Highest average for any herd in the 
classification for 51 cows or over in 
this report was that of Broad Rock, 
St. Joseph’s Abbey, Spencer, Mass., 
whose 58 cows on 3X averaged 14,460 
Ibs. milk, 3.8%, 553.9 Ibs. fat. 

From this monthly report we learn 
there are 2,080 herds on Herd Test 
this month, the same number as in 
the previous month, but with the 
number slightly higher at 61,480 cows.

Wisconsin, leading dairy state, by 
unanimous vote of its delegates at- 
tending the annual meeting of the 
Wisconsin American Dairy Association 
at Madison last month, unanimously 
voted to put their promotion fund 
collection on a year around basis. 
Promotion funds were previously col- 
lected for sixty days of each year 
only. Lester J. Will, general manager 
of the American Dairy Association, 
made this report at the annual meet- 
ing of the group last week in Chicago. 
He also stated that many other states 
have multiplied their present promo- 
tion fund set aside in the past month 
and more are expected to do so. The 
set aside figures vary among the states, 
but the usual figure is one cent for 
each pound of butterfat or four cents 
for every hundred pounds of milk 
sold. Current funds available for 
A.D.A. promotional work will run 
about $2 million for the year. It is 
hoped to expand that figure in the 
present situation.

PLASTIC COVERS FOR OUTDOOR 
STORAGE 

Monsanto Chemical Company has 
announced completion of extensive 
field tests demonstrating that covers 
of Ultron LTF (low-temperature flex- 
ibility) vinyl film successfully protect 
and preserve grass silage. 

Tests conducted by Prof. Ralph 
Donaldson of the University of Mass- 
achusetts in co-operation with Na- 
tional Dairy Products Corporation 
and Monsanto showed that the water- 
proof, air-tight vinyl covers eliminate 
top spoilage in outdoor trench silos 
and surface stacks. Forage may be cut 
and covered the same day without the 
necessity of preliminary curing per- 
iods, and the tests have shown that 
silage covered in mid-summer has re- 
tained its nutrient value until late 
winter. For winter feeding it is neces- 
sary only to roll back the light vinyl 
cover, which unlike conventional film 
does not crack at temperatures even 
as low as 50 degrees below zero. This 
is the same material which was devel- 
oped recently as protective shrouding 
for idle army equipment. 

Silage crops which have been suc- 
cessfully winter-proofed by this 
method include corn, chopped grass, 
baled green grass and lawn grass. With 
proper care, vinyl covers may be used 
for at least three years. Standard 
units currently are fabricated by Ken- 
nedy Car Liner and Bag Company, 
Inc., Shelbyville, Indiana.

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TRADE-NOT-AID PLAN SEEN AS 
BOOMERANG 


Washington, D. C., March 19—The 
trade-not-aid program recently _ pro- 
posed to the President by the Public 
Advisory Board for Mutual Security 
would dry up the cream-shipping 
areas of the nation, reduce milk sup- 
plies by 20 percent, and result in 
“aid not trade” for large segments of 
American agriculture and _ industry, 
according to Charles W. Holman, 
secretary of the National Milk Pro- 
ducers Federation, in testimony today 
before a House Agriculture Subcom- 


mittee studying dairy industry prob- 
lems. 


“We can agree that a high level of 
trade is desirable,” he said, 
“but we do not believe there is any 
reason to import from countries with 
devalued currencies commodities 
which we produce in ample supply.” 

Mr. Holman took exception to the 
Board's suggestion that import con- 
trols be relaxed and that butter be 
imported. He stated that the loss in

foreign trade.”

Cost to the government of price 
support purchases of butter and other 
dairy products has been “a modest 
expenditure” compared to the losses 
on each of several other crop pro- 
grams, Mr. Holman told the commit- 
tee. 

“The wheat agreement program, for 
example, has cost $580,000,000 in four 
years in export subsidies,” he stated. 
“In the past four years the dairy 
support program has cost $132,000,000. 
As a percentage of the values of the 
commodities, the cost of the wheat 
program has been running 10 times 
the cost of the dairy program.” 

Mr. Holman also cited the financing 
of cotton exports which totaled, he 
said, $452,000,000 in the past two crop 
years. Current purchases by the gov- 
ernment of cottonseed oil are esti- 
mated to equal 35 percent of the total 
crop, he added.

SEES NEED FOR CWT BUYING 
ON MANUFACTURING GRADE 
MILK 
LOS ANGELES, Feb. 16 — “Due to 
increasing importance of the solids- 
not-fat component in milk and declin- 
ing demand for fat, manufacturing 
milkplants buying on the direct fat 
ratio basis are encouraging an unreal- 
istic and obsolete method of calcula- 
ting the true value of milk,” it was 
claimed by Martin H. Blank, in- 
dustry economist in a recent bulletin 

to his clients. 


Pointing out that the SNF content 
of milk does not increase proportion- 
ately with fat in higher tests. Blank 
claimed that manufacturing milk- 
plants which were paying only for fat 
received were underpaying low test 
shipments and over paying for rich 
milk. Blank’s bulletin illustrated that 
in 3% fat milk, there were 8.38 Ibs. 
of SNF per cwt., while in 5% test, 
there was 9.3 lbs. SNF. 


Stated in another way, the SNF 


content of 3% test milk enables the 
manufacturing plant to gross 53c on 
powder for every pound of fat hand- 
ler, while 5% milk yields only $.353 for 
powder for every pound of fat separ- 
ated. The figures were based on a 19c 
Ibs. price for SNF which was current 
at the time the bulletin was issued. 

Noting that shipments of fluid skim 
from country plants to city plants has 
been increasing in postwar years. 
Blank claimed that the physical vol- 
ume of skim realized was an important 
factor in arriving at gross returns for 
the plant’s operation. Prior to World 
War 2, when SNF brought only 40% 
of what it does today the loss was not 
important, he said. 

Blank predicted that as consumer 
demand for fat declines and if future 
government support prices favor the 
SNF portion then the manufacturing 
plant’s problem will become still 
more acute.—Milk News Weekly, Feb. 
1953

whether sodium propionate will prove 
helpful in preventing ketosis but work 

is in progress to find out. 

It is felt that the use of sodium 
propionate offers a valuable addition- 
al tool to aid the veterinarian and 
the dairyman in reducing losses from 
ketosis, either alone or in combination 
with other accepted treatments. Exact- 
ly what causes a cow to come down 
with ketosis in the first place is still 
not well understood but research con- 
tinues on that point—New York State 
Agricultural College Farm Research 
October 1952.

considered several changes of rules 
governing the number of cows that 
may be supervised in a day but made 
no recommendations. This committee 
will prepare suggested revised copy of 
the Unified Rules for Official Testing 
and submit to each bteed registry 
organization so they may be reprinted 
during the year. 


It was reported that during 1952 a 
total of 46,746 animals had been clas- 
sified by the five dairy breeds and the 
Type Classification Committee  sug- 
gested that a prior request that all 
breeds adopt a uniform classification 
program not be acted upon at the 
moment. 

Another committee report informed 
the group regarding the Plum Island 
Foot and Mouth Disease research lab- 
oratory. 

Earlier, the Executive Committee of 
the group had met to hear a panel 
discussion on “The Challenge to Pure- 
breds,” presented by K. L. Turk of 
Cornell, F. W. Atkeson of Kansas 
State College, S. M. Salisbury of the 
University of Ohio, Paul B. Bennetch, 
a Brown Swiss Breeder from Plains- 
boro, New Jersey, and W. D. Knox, 
Editor of Hoard’s Dairyman. 


Highlights of the challenges pre- 
sented are best covered in a speaker- 
by-speaker breakdown. Mr. Atkeson 
named three challenges, first combin- 
ing the efforts of all national breed 
associations and their field representa- 
tives and herds of their members in a 
program to learn how to “breed cattle 
piece by piece.” 


Next he suggested that the breed 
associations develop more active pedi- 
gree departments, pedigrees to be 
standardized and contain only factual 
information in such a manner that 
breeders would soon learn to interpret 
them correctly. Devoting more time 
and attention to artificial breeding 
was also mentioned. 


Dr. Salisbury’s challenges were two 
in number (1) “In order that the pro- 
duction spread may again be favorable 
to registered cattle, some means must 
be brought about to increase in a large 
number the herds following improved 
practices or eliminate from the ranks 
of registered owners those who will 
not include these practices in their 
herds” and (2) “Somehow educate the 
seller of registered cattle and what he 
should do with the new buyer. The 
following charges are made against the 
registered cattle breeders in this re- 
spect:

Mr. Bennetch presented two chal- 
lenges: 


(1) To obtain all information avail- 
able on our breed programs and use it 
properly. 


(2) To extend the narrowing margin 
of production by use of the proper 
tools for breeding, feeding and man- 
agement with more of our purebreds. 


Dr. Turk discussed first the chal- 
lenge to have purebreds stay ahead 
of grades on production since any 
herd has through artificial insemina- 
tion access to better bulls than the 
average purebred man is using; sec- 
ond, purebred breeders must select 
better bulls, disregarding high selec- 
tive records and using HIR and DHIA 
records along with herd averages; 
third, registration requirements need 
to be based on performance rather 
than geneology and fourth, the po- 
tential membership for breeds in 
supplemental Herd Books. Dr. Turk 
discussed supplemental Herd Books at 
some length basing same on perform- 
ance requirements for eligibility and 
seeking to utilize those high grade 
cows of which there is apparently now 
developing a large reservoir. 


Mr. Knox’s challenges including fill- 
ing the membership vacuum at the 
local state and national level; expand- 
ing the activities of breed associations 
to include herd health, farm manage- 
ment, legislation; research in 
marketing; developing or emphasizing 
a program for measuring efficiency in 
production; keeping feed records and 
cost analyses studies on HIR, and, 
again, working closely with artificial 
insemination groups for common gain.

Herbert B. Millhauser, owner of 
Logwood Farms, Reisterstown, Mary- 
land, has solved the often perplex- 
ing problem of keeping adequate herd 
records with an adaptation of the vis- 
ible card system which has been suc- 
cessfully used in the business world 
for many years. He had previously 
tried several other systems for keep- 
ing his herd records in order, but 
was unsatisfied with them all. Mill- 
hauser feels that he has eliminated 
the objectionable features of these 
older systems in what he calls his 
“Logwood Farms Visible Herd Record 
System.” Visitors at Logwood are al- 
ways impressed with its simplicity, 
and with the speed at which one can 
secure any information desired about 
any animal in the herd. 

The Logwood file opens like a book, 
and has 51 visible pockets on each 
side to hold a total of 102 cards. 
Mr. Millhauser keeps the cards for 
his milking herd on the left side of 
the book with the barn names al- 
phabetically arranged. On the right 
side he keeps cards for all his open 
heifers according to age on down to 
baby calves. The bottom pocket con- 
tain cards for his bulls and bull 
calves. 

When this book is opened the only 
visible writing is the barn name of 
the cow, its registered name and num- 
ber and its eartag number. Com- 
plete information about any indiv- 
idual cow is obtained by flipping 
back the particular card holder. Im- 
mediately, the, entire history of the 
animal is visible. 

Each card has enough lines for 
fourteen lactions. The card is easily 
removed from the pocket and on the 
reverse side the cow’s pedigree is re- 
corded along with a record of show 
winnings. Furthermore there are a 
number of slots behind each card 
which can be used for photographs of 
the cow or its dam. This also pro- 
vides a good place to keep artificial 
breeding receipts or any other pap- 
ers regarding the individual cow. 

Millhauser states that the system 
is particularly helpful in transferring 
information for sales catalog entries, 
as well as in preparing applications 
for transfer or registry. The system 
has also helped him sell a- number 
of calves. 


When a prospective buyer comes 
to the farm and picks out some par- 
ticular animal that he likes Mr. Mill- 
hauser flips open the production rec- 
ords and the pedigree of the cow 
on the left side of the book, and 
opens the complete pedigree of the 


sire on the right side. In a second 
the prospective buyer knows the en- 
tire history of the animal in which 
he is interested. 


Buddy Hill, herdsman at Logwood 
Farms, claims that this system is un- 
beatable for simplicity and rapidity 
for recording and securing informa- 
tion on his herd. He is so enthus- 
tic about it, that when asked to 
speak at a meeting of 4-H boys a 
short time ago, he chose as his sub- 
ject “The Value and Importance of 
Keeping Herd Records,” and explain- 
ed the system in detail. 

At the annual Maryland State Hol- 
stein meeting last January, Richard 
N. Wills president, asked Mr. Mill- 
hauser to bring his Visible Herd 
Book System with him, so that others 
could see the system and learn how 
it works. Members were so impressed 
that a number of them placed orders 
will Millhauser to purchase the equip- 
ment to operate a similar system at 
their respective farms. 


As a result of the evident interest 
on the part of other breeders, Mill- 
hauser has decided to make the sys- 
tem available to all and has had a 
quantity of the folders and cards 
manufactured for sale. The price is 
$25 for the book and 200 cards and 
they are offered on a free trial basis.

The annual report of the British 
Friesian Cattle Society is received. At 
the close of 1952 the membership of 
the Society was 10,773 with 1032 mem- 
bers being elected during the year.

“On the material and technical side its 
requirements are no less exacting. Funda- 
mentally the stockman is a manufacturer, 
producing an article almost universally 
essential to human life. His job is not 
only ‘to evoke from senseless nothing to 
conscious something,’ to serve as the 
medium on which he builds and stores 
his product, but also to produce that 
product in the most effective and eco- 
nomic manner, and present it for sale in 
the most attractive form. Unlike the 
usual manfacturer or builder, he is not 
fabricating with inanimate materials or 
building with metal, wood or stone, but 
with a breathing, living organism of sensi- 
bility and personality. This fact infinitely 
increases the fascination of his business, 
while complicating the factors that enter 
into its success or failure. His finished 
product represents the beneficence of na- 
ture, allied with his own intelligence, 
energy and industry. Its value depends 
largely on the quality and quantity of 
these personal elements that he expends 
on its production. To a greater extent 
than in the case of most other vocations, 
he is independent of uncertain and dis- 
illusioning human contacts. At the hands 
of Nature herself are bestowed his great- 
est successes, and from the same source 
come his hardest reverses. The broader 
and more versatile his knowledge, the 
better are his chances. Through ripe ex- 
perience and wide observation he may dis- 
cover and develop ‘Truth and God’s own 
common sense, which is more than knowl- 
edge,’ and which serve him to better 
purpose than do learned treatises on the 
laws of breeding and animal nutrition, 
although familiarity with such technical 
subjects may well be a part of his intel- 
lectual equipment. 


“From an esthetic viewpoint life on 
farm, ranch and range is unrivaled, sur- 
rounded as it is by Nature in all her 
beauty as well as in her sterner moods, 
and influenced by the subtle charms of 
the changing seasons. Contented cattle 
grazing rich pastures in the foreground 
of a beautiful landscape form a picture as 
pleasing to an artist as to their owner, 
and the panorama of broad and fertile 
acres touches something deeper in a man 
than the mere pride of possession.

A PROBLEM FOR THE 
ASSOCIATION 
Editor, Holstein Friesian World: 

At the 1952 Convention at Roanoke 
the Secretary of the Canadian Hol- 
stein Association mentioned the need 
of making some careful appraisal of 
the effects of artificial breeding on 
our industry and suggested this would 
be a fine subject for discussion at our 
next convention. 

A year ago when the question was 
color markings the air was full of 
opinions pro and con on a question 
that really wouldn’t make too much 
difference to the breed no matter 
which way it was decided. Now we 
have a question coming up that is of 
vital importance to every breeder and 
everyone else connected with our Na- 
tional Association, and even including 
our wonderful national publication 
the “World.” There is no doubt that 
artificial breeding has put quite a 
dent in the income of the purebred 
breeders and how soon this is going 
to make grade breeders out of people 
that would ordinarly be purebred 
breeders is anyone’s guess. ‘ 

I am of the opinion that the people 
that aren’t quite as close to this arti- 
ficial breeding proposition -as_ the 
breeder is are drifting along in a false 
sense of security. If it continues to 
gain as fast in the next five years as 
it has in the last five most breeders 
can make more money by concentra- 
ting on producing milk and forgetting 
about registrations, transfers, classify- 
ing, B & W shows, fairs, meetings, 
memberships etc. and if this happens 
the people that will feel it most will 
be the members of the National As- 
sociation office at Brattleboro, the 
fieldmen and others connected with 
the national organizations to say noth- 
ing of the different sales organizations. 

Whenever a good herd is dispersed 
during the last couple of years it has 
always been because of the help sit- 
uation. I wonder if the price these 
men have been forced to take for 
their bulls in order to move them 
hasn't helped to make them decide to 
sell. There is always the hope that 
some A.B.A. might be interested in 
the herd sire or some of his sons so 
you don’t hear much about that rea- 
son. 

The artificial breeding associations 
and private organizations have pretty 
well covered those sections where the 
cattle population is dense enough so 
that artificial breeding pays best. The 
thing that is going to happen now is 
that they will be trying to crowd out 
one another by cutting prices and any 
other means that are available. A man-

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ager of a breeding association told me 
that he figured 90% of the dairy cattle 
would be bred artificially in five years 
and he figured there wouldn’t be 
more than six or eight different breed- 
ing associations in the country as they 
could freeze the semen and keep it 
indefinitely. He figured the smaller 
outfits would be swallowed up by the 
big operators. 


We all know there is a place for 
this artificial breeding program but 
it has grown too fast for its own 
good. While it is true that they have 
a national organization I can’t see how 


it could have much of any police 
power. 


As far as the artificial breeding 
associations in Minnesota go it is my 
opinion that they certainly haven't 
improved either the type or produc- 
tion of the purebred herds that have 
been using their sires. Far too many 
of the men that are managing these 
associations haven’t been chosen for 
the job because they had proved they 
were breeders of purebred cattle of 
exceptional ability.

WHAT IS A HERD AVERAGE 


Ivan H. Loughary, 
Extension Dairy Specialist 
Washington State College 

A series of high herd averages 
shows that the herd owner has de- 
veloped a high level of production 
mheritance, has had a good breeding 
program, has fed adequately, and has 
culled the low producers from his 
herd over a period of years. It does 
not, however, tell whether, methods 
used to achieve it are economical. 

Let’s look at some methods which 
might have contributed to a high herd 
average, but which are neither ef- 
ficient nor economical. Herd averages 
are figured on the basis of cow years. 
A herd owner could milk a fresh cow 
for six months, and bring another 
fresh cow into the herd and milk her 
the next six months. In one cow year, 
the two cows would have boosted the 
herd average. Obviously the practice 
is not economical. 

High herd averages should be made 
up of the production of good, persis- 
tant milking cows that have remained 
in a herd several lactation periods. 
Cows that give a high milk flow for 
five or six months and then are culled 
because their production drops off 
rather sharply, warp the production 
picture. 

While cows that have a low level 
of production reduce the herd average, 
some methods of culling cows can 
hurt rather than aid economic herd 
management. For example, let us as- 
sume that each year 20 to 25 per cent 
of the herd is made up of first lacta- 
tion heifers. Unless these heifers pro- 
duce rather heavily, they will not 
help a herd average. Therefore, the 
owner may cull some that are not 
doing quite as well as others. The 
heifers he retains may be early ma- 
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turing ones, whose production does 
not increase as they approach matur- 
ity and whose production is not eco- 
nomical over many years. Perhaps 
others that have a characteristic for 
long life may not produce as well the 
first lastation but increase in produc- 
tion each year until they are 6 to 8 
years old. Severe culling of two-year- 
olds tends to develop an early matur- 
ing herd taking longevity of produc- 
tion. 


In order that the highest practical 
herd average may be obtained, cows 
must breed quite regularly. Here is 
another chance for abuse. A very good 
producing cow, perhaps a very good 
brood cow also, might have a little 
breeding difficulty followed by an ab- 
normally long dry period. Again the 
owner might cull this cow which could 
be one of the most valuable in the 
herd. 


Watch out for feeding for high herd 
averages. If you feed beyond the 
practical limits of economic returns 
just to reach a high herd average, 
you sacrifice profit for a few more 
pounds in a herd average. Heavy 
feeding may even injure young cows. 
It’s as foolish to push a young heifer 
to the limit of her producing ability 
as it is to drive a new model automo- 
bile at top speed. 

A high herd average alone brings 
no reward. The recognition, pride, 
and the certificate that go along with 
high herd averages are part of the 
testimony that you used good man- 
agement practices to maintain a prof- 
itable dairy herd. How much does 
your herd average mean to you? A 
high average gives you a point to 
advertise but it also should mean that 
you have established good manage- 
ment practices in your dairy herd. 





SURPLUS BUTTER URGED 
FOR ARMED SERVICES 
Washington, D.C., March 2—Dis- 
posal to the armed services of govern- 
ment—held butter at prices competi- 
tive with oleo as a means of reducing 
surplus stocks was urged today by 
Charles W. Holman, secretary of the 
National Milk Producers Federation. 
Testifying at the opening session 
of the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee hearings on controls leg- 
islation, Mr. Holman further suggest- 
ed that other dairy products accumu- 
lated under the price support program 
be sold to the military at competitive 
prices with imitation dairy products. 
“It is inconsistent and unnecessary”, 
he said, “that one arm of our govern- 
ment accumulate abundant supplies 
of dairy products, while the armed 
forces are buying imitations because 
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they are cheaper. The Army has vir- 
tually abandoned the serving of butter 
to enlisted men in favor of low-cost 
table fats.” 


Continuation of present controls on 
imports of foreign dairy products is 
necessary to prevent a major disaster 
to the domestic price support program 
authorized by Congress, Mr. Holman 
told the committee. 


“Despite former administrative mis- 
takes,” he stated, “import controls 
under Section 104 of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act have averted an _ over- 
whelming dumping of foreign dairy 
products on our markets. To relax 


controls would invite a flood of im- 
ports which, by replacing domestic 
supplies, would make necessary huge 
additional government purchases of 
resulting surpluses. Uncle Sam would 
be in the position of subsidizing world 
dairy prices. 


“Secretary Benson is to be com- 
mended for his wisdom and foresight 
in extending the 90 per cent of parity 
price support program for dairy pro- 
ducts, and in returning to a terminal 
market basis the surplus buying of 
butter. Without such a support figure, 
dairy farmers would be severely pen- 
alized in buying high price feed under

THE MARKET FOR BULLS 


By L. P. EMMERICK 
In The Holstein Michigander 


Every one in the dairy business 
knows that there is less of a market 
for bulls at the present time than 
there was say ten years ago. It is also 
generally realized that artifical breed- 
ing is the greatest contributing factor 
in the lesser total demand for bulls. 
Just what is the overall difference in 
demand for bulls today as compared 
with ten years ago? 

There is a very much smaller de- 
mand for young bulls with nothing in 
the way of production to back them 
up and this is a good thing. The 
days when a bull could be sold just 
because he was a purebred are gone 
and we hope gone for all time. Why 
some breeders still persist in raising 
bulls for sale of a caliber that have 
so little prospects of ever doing the 
buyer any good is hard to understand. 
The demand for good, young bulls of 
better than average type, with good 
production records and popular blood 
lines is still probably nearly as good 
as it ever has been. The demand and 
value of good, proven production 
bulls is very much higher than any 
time in the past. 

Artificial breeding has had an im- 
portant part to play in the changed 
market demand for all three of the 
above listed classes of bulls. These 
are desirable changes from which 
dairy farmers generally will profit. It, 
therefore, stands to reason that if the 
purebred breeder will realize and 
understand present and future trends 
in the market demands for bulls, he, 
also, can profit by catering to and 
being able to furnish the needs of 
the available market. 

For some reason that I, at least, can- 
not account for, public sales generally 
make a poor place to sell bulls. The 
very top bulls sell to very good ad- 
vantage; the rest, even good bulls, 
seem to go begging for bidders. Most 
good breeders seem to be able to sell 
their bulls to much better advantage 
at home than on the public auction 
block. 

To hear some breeders talk, one gets 
the impression that there is practically 
no market for purebred bulls any- 
more. I therefore, was quite interested 
in some actual figures on bull reg- 
istrations given by Secretary Norton 
at our last Annual State Meeting. 

I scribbled down some notes and 
am having a little trouble interpret-

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ing my own writing but as I have it, 
ten years ago 23% of all registrations 
were males while in 1951 only 17% of 
all registrations were males. Mr. Nor- 
ton went on to say that approximately 
32,000 males were registered in 1951. 
That is still a lot of bulls and as 
breeders could not have used any- 
where near that number of bulls 
themselves, there still must be a lot of 
breeders that are selling quite a few 
bulls. If the decline from 23% to 16% 
in male registrations is due to fewer 
poorer bulls being registered it cannot 
help but be a _ good thing for 
the breed. 

From first hand information, I 
know of one Michigan farm, The 
Larro Research Farm, that has sold 
more young bulls and at a higher 
average price during the last twelve 
months than in any year of their 
long history. Bulls were sold and 
shipped not only to dairy farmers in 
Michigan but, also, to Indiana, Ohio, 
New York, Maryland, Georgia, South 
Dakota, Colorado, New Mexico and 
Puerto Rico. Bulls were also leased to 
breeders in Virginia and Iowa. 

Over half of these bulls were repeat 
sales or were sold directly or indirectly 
because of previous sales. Any success- 
ful business generally owes its success 
to the repeat business from satisfied 
customers and the purebred cattle 
business is no exception. 





ILLINOIS JUNIOR CALF SALE

We expect an expanding market for 
fluid milk. People are becoming increas- 
ingly conscious of the value to be gained 
by good ‘nutrition, and milk has many 
nutritional advantages. Also, we have so 
many young people growing up who have 
formed the habit of drinking milk. As 
young adults they are continuing to drink 
it. I would expect in the years ahead 
that milk will be less and less thought of 
as a food for children. This is especially 
likely as nutrition education continues to 
reach more people.’ 

There is the challenge. 

There is the size of the potential 
market. 

If the dairy industry. recaptures 
even a substantial proportion of the 
lost and potential market, it will turn 
the dairy marketing problems into op- 
portunities for growth, progress and 
larger incomes. 

Too many people still think of milk 
primarily as baby food. Advertising 
and sales effort need to be broadened 
to include all people. 

Look at the job that the citrus in- 
dustry has done in expanding the use 
of juices. Consumption has been 
pushed up to levels never before con- 
sidered practical—and it will go even 
higher. Also, take a look at the ex- 
pansion of soft drinks and other bev- 
erages. The dairy industry has a top 
product and yet is falling behind in 
the competition for the markets. 

The rapidly increasing number of 
older people offers a challenging mar- 
ket for more milk and dairy products. 
Everyone wants to live longer—and 
milk will help achieve a longer and 
more zestful life.

Milk continues to be an economical 
food. It provides many different nu- 
trients relatively cheaply and is an 
excellent source of calcium—in which 
sur diets often rank low. Therefore, 
it rates as a “good buy” by nutrition 
standards. “Milk is by far the most ec- 
onomical source of calcium in diets, 
and provides good returns in many 
other nutrients, too.” 


Suitable substitutes have not been 
found for the proteins, minerals, and 
other nonfat nutrients that are 
in milk. Doctors and nutritionists pre- 
scribe milk and insist on its use. This 


fact needs more persistent selling. 


There is no real substitute for it at 
any price. 

Price of fluid milk, therefore, is not 
necessarily the barrier to expanding 
the market. 

The great regional price variations 
show some of the dairying opportuni- 
ties which exist. 

On February 15, the average whole- 
sale price of milk per hundredweight 
paid to farmers averaged $4.66 for the 
United States. The low was $3.50 in 
Minnesota. Wisconsin farmers aver- 
aged $3.65, Iowa $3.95. 

These low price States are the heart 
of the butter-production area. It is

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where the decline of butter strikes 
hard. In 1952, one-half the butter was 
produced in Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska and the Da- 
kotas. In these States 60 percent of the 
sales of milk products from farms was 
in the form of cream. 

The serious adjustment that has 
fallen on these butter-producing States 
as shown in a 23 percent decline in 
milk cow numbers from 1941 to 1952— 
compared to an 11 percent decline for 
the United States, raises grave ques- 
tions. 

O. V. Wells, head of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, “This 
has been one of the most drastic 
shifts in dairy farming and illustrates 
the selective effect of the decreased 
demand for butter.” High support 
prices have helped decrease the de- 
mand for butter, and lack of adequate 
supplementary programs have caused 
farmers to reduce dairy herds almost 
one-fourth. 


Says, 


In contrast to the areas of low- 
priced milk, regions like the South are 
drastically short of fluid milk. Look 
at the price contrasts for February 15: 
Minnesota—$3.50 per cwt. Louisiana—$6.65 
Wisconsin—$3.65 per cwt. Texas—$6.60 
lowa—$3.95 per cwt. Georgia—$6.95 

Against Minnesota’s $3.50 price, 
there were 28 States with milk prices 
to farmers above $5.00. 

In eleven States the price of milk 
to farmers was above $6.00. 

After taking account of regional 
differences in butterfat content, these 
geographic differences still persist. 

In the States with the _ highest 
priced milk, children are not receiv- 
ing anything like the milk they need. 
Grownups and older people should 
also be using a lot more milk. 

No wonder milk trucks and tank 
cars roll out of butter-producing 
States into the South. 

Should more milk be moved out of 
butter-producing areas into regions 
needing fluid milk? Let’s explore 
such possibilities as we tackle the 
dairy programs for the future—to turn 
problems into opportunities. 

Representatives of milk companies 
of the North and South may need to 
sit down with transportation com- 
panies and regulatory agencies to study 
the possibilities of moving more milk 
from surplus to deficit areas. 

Dairy farmers can shift more rapidly 
to fluid milk sales and away from but- 
terfat. If butterfat cannot be sold at 
profitable prices without selling it. to 
the government, let’s speed the change 
to producing what consumers will 
buy. As recently at 1939, whole milk 
marketings were only 52 percent of 
the milk utilized in all forms of sale. 

By 1951, just twelve years later, 
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over 76 percent of the milk sold by 
farmers was sold in the form of whole 
milk. The shift to selling whole milk 
continues. 


The most profitable dairy outlets for 
farmers are the fiuid milk markets. 

We should aggressively speed the 
shift to higher quality milk that can 
be sold into the most profitable 
markets. 

It will require some improved 
barns and equipment, but even those 
standards should be at a_ practical 
level. Bankers and other credit 
agencies stand ready to help finance 
building improvements because they 
know that loans to efficient farmers 
are quickly repaid out of the increas- 
ed profits. 

There is need to speed up changes 
in dairy farm operations, such as milk- 
ing direct through pipe lines into 
cooler tanks. No longer is it necessary 
to do the back-breaking work of hand- 
ling milk in cans. Tank trucks are 
picking up milk from farms out of 
farm tanks. Milk flows direct from cow 
to tank, to truck—not once handled or 
lifted. 


Premiums should go to the modern, 
efficient farmer. That is one reason 
why we have said in our policies... . 

“Inefficiencies should not be sub- 
sidized in agriculture or any other 
segment of our economy.” 

The rapid population increase gives 
a solid future for dairying—if the in- 
dustry will get its full share of the 
growing demand for food. 

In 1930, we had 123 million people 
to drink milk and consume dairy pro- 
ducts. 

By 1940, there were nine million 
more. ‘ 

By 1950, just ten years later, the 
population had shot up 19 million. 

Now there are about 159 million 
dairy customers in the United States— 
36 million more than 23 years ago. 

That is an increase equal to two 
and one-half times as many people as 
there are in Canada. 

The rapid population growth con- 
tinues. It offers tremendous market 
expansion opportunities for dairy far- 
mers. 

Feed costs in producing milk can 
be cut much lower. The cost of the 
single item of feed, in many areas, 
represents nearly one-half the total 
cost of dairy farm operations. 

Dairy authorities point out that 
dairymen have increased milk produc- 
tion by the easiest, but the most ex- 
pensive, method—that is, by feeding 
more concentrates. 

Farmers can get as much as 85 per- 
cent of the milk productive capacity 
of cows without the use of costly 
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grains and other supplemental feeds. 
Couple that fact with the rapid pro- 
gress that is being made in grassland 
improvement and you see the possibili 
ties of increasing the profits of dairy 
farmers while lowering the costs of 
milk to consumers. 


Dr. J. B. Kitchen of Rutgers Uni- 
versity points out that “high grain 
feeding adversely affects the produc- 
tive life of a milk cow.” It appears in 
many instances that cutting grain in 
half and using improved roughage will 
cause milk cows to last longer in the 
milking herd. 


Milk regulations need to be made 
practical. Unnecessary costs are being 
placed on farmers and milk companies 
by well-meaning health authorities, 
backed by equally commendable ef 
forts of consumer organizations. 


Research should be pushed to de- 
termine better of producing 
good, wholesome milk—and then mod- 
ernize the regulations that have grown 
up through the years. Many of these 
were imposed before modern equip- 
ment became available and have never 
been changed.

Milk companies, processors, retail 
dairies and stores should all have a 
major part in helping turn the butter 
problem into expanding markets—and 
hence into opportunities and progress. 

These friends and helpers of dairy 
farmers can team up to promote more 
actively the sale of milk and milk 
products. We are convinced they will. 

Farm and dairy organizations must 
do their full share. This is an opport- 
tunity for them to demonstrate their 
leadership. The American Dairy As- 
sociation will want to be in the fore- 
front in helping to capture the 
opportunities that lie ahead for dairy- 
ing. 

I commend to you the editorial in 
the February 25 issue of Hoard’s 
Dairyman. Our promotion and sales 
program should be on a year-round 
basis. To quote: 

“One thing is certain, no one else is 
going to come forward to do the job 
for us. We must make this decision in- 


dividually on our own farms, and trans- 
fer that decision forcibly and directly to 


our local and State American Dairy Asso- 
ciations. . . 


“Considering we are the greatest of all 
industries in this country, we have, in the 
past, only put our foot in the door of 
increased sales, better prices, and greater 
profits. Today we must make a decision 
that tests our foresight and proves our 
mettle. It will determine whether, in the 
future, we will take meekly what we are 
given or strike out to create the market 
that determines our livelihood.” 

As has been indicated, many of the 
needed adjustments must be made 
by individual farmers producing milk. 
Farm and dairy organizations through 
their leadership can speed up the shift 
from selling butterfat to the produc- 
tion of milk that qualifies for fluid 
use. 


More milk should be available in 
deficit areas like the South and West. 

There is, of course, no substitute for 
high efficiency on farms in order to 
produce milk at low costs per hundred- 
weight. Farmers must continue to do 
their full share in keeping milk com- 
petitive in price.

admit our failures. Let’s be prepared 
to face facts, and act accordingly. 
The dairy industry cannot afford 
a program that fails to move all the 
milk and milk products into consump- 
tion without waste, spoilage and ex- 
cessive costs to taxpayers, and the loss 
of good will which inevitably follows. 
But, we must not fail. I do not 
believe the dairy industry will fail. 
A “work” conference of 75 leaders, 
representing a broad cross-section of 
the farm and dairy industry, has been 
called for April 2 and 3. These rep- 
resentatives have been asked to deter- 
mine in advance what can be done—to 
turn the problems into opportunities. 
Many of these representatives are 
participating in this convention and 
in the other dairy meetings being 
held here this week. 
I urge you to tell these men what 


you suggest—and what you propose 
to do to help solve the dairy surplus 
problem. If you do not get to express 
your views through your committees 
or to the representatives who will 
come to Washington, we urge you to 
write to us direct. 

The meeting set for April 2 and 3 
has the task of developing a complete 
plan of action. It should show the 
part that each segment of the industry 
must accomplish. 

Farmers and dairymen—what must 
they do? 

Dairy companies and 
what will they do? 


processors— 


Wholesalers and jobbers—what will 
they undertake? 

Retailers and food establishments— 
in what ways will they move more into 
consumption? 


Colleges, experiment stations, ex- 
tension services—what campaigns will 
they throw into high gear? 

United States Department of Agri- 
culture—what must we do to carry our 
full share of the task? 

There is no over-all surplus of dairy 
products. Actually there exists a great 
shortage of milk to our full 
needs. We cannot escape this fact. 

What we have is a lack of adjust- 
ment to the markets—so that not all 
of the butter, cheese, and dried milk 
is being consumed. If the adjustments 
are made and milk and milk products 
are backed by the selling that their 
merits justify, the surplus problem will 
be gone. 

The most difficult decision which 
I have faced in the first weeks of my 
administration was that of dairy price 
supports for the year starting April 1.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 


Most of the price decline for dairy 
products in the last few months has 
been due to the unseasonably large 
output of milk. Mild weather, better 
quality roughages and liberal feeding 
of concentrates contributed to record 
production per cow. At the same time, 
farmers were increasing the number 
of milk cows in their herds. As the 
pasture season moves northward, total 
milk flow will be more like that of a 
year earlier, and the seasonal increase 
this spring is expected to be less 
pronounced than usual. However, pro- 
duction for 1953 as a whole probably 
will be between 117 and 118 billion 
pounds compared with 115.1 billion 
in 1952. 

The large fall and winter produc- 
tion of milk has resulted in substantial 
increases over a year earlier in output 
of butter, cheese and nonfat dry milk 
end a moderate increase in evaporated 
milk. Normally there is a heavy out-of- 
storage movement of butter and 
cheese in the winter but in the past 
two months butter production has 
been large enough to meet current 
consumer demand and cheese stocks 
have declined less than usual. In late 
February, wholesale prices of butter 
and dry whole milk were considerably 
below those of a year earlier, cheese 
and canned milk slightly lower and 
nonfat dry milk about the same as a 
year ago. Most of the increase in milk 
production went into manufactured 
products, and consumption of fluid 
whole milk apparently has been little 
different from a year earlier. Retail 
prices of fluid milk have been a little 
higher. 

For the first time in several months, 
the retail price for butter in Decem- 
ber was below that of a year earlier. 
It is too early to determine whether 
this led to an increase in consump- 
tion. For 1952 as a whole consumption 
of all items except butter was about 
the same as a year earlier or slightly 
higher. Butter consumption was 8.8 
pounds compared to 9.5 pounds in 
1951 and the prewar level of 16.6 
pounds. 

With supplies of manufactured 
dairy products exceeding market de- 
mand at support levels, Government 
piice-support purchases have been 
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substantial. Up to March 1, in the 
marketing year which began April 1, 
1952, the Department had bought 91 
million pounds of butter, 30 million 
pounds of Cheddar cheese, and 124 
million pounds of nonfat dry milk. 
A large portion of recent sales to the 
Department were from stocks carried 
over from 1952 production. On Feb- 
ruary 27, the Secretary of Agriculture 
announced that prices on milk and 
butterfat would continue to be sup- 
ported at 90 percent of parity for 
another year, beginning April 1. The 
actual prices at which the Department 
will buy dairy products, however, will 
be slightly lower, due to the decline 
from a year ago in the parity index. 


Most of the 3-percent gain in the 
number of milk cows during 1952 
ocurred in the second half of the 
year. Apparently, the declining carcass 
values of milk stock in relation to 
milk prices was a main factor in the 
increase. Only two States showed de- 
creases in the number of milk cows 
during the year; the largest gains 
were shown in the South. The number 
of young dairy replacement stock has 
been increasing relative to the num- 
ber of mature cows for a number of 
years. Thus, a relatively large increase 
in cow numbers was possible with 
only a moderate reduction in the cul- 
ling rate of mature cows. 


As a result of the sharp decline in 
prices for beef cattle during the past 
year, dairy products have been placed 
in a relatvely more favorable price 
position. In January 1953 the relation- 
ship of condensery milk to beef cattle 
prices was the most favorable to dairy- 
men since early 1948, though still 
considerably below average for the 
time of year. The relation of milk 
prices to hog prices, however, was 
less favorable to dairymen than both 
a year earlier and the long-time aver- 
age. Likewise, in relation to fee costs, 
prices received by farmers for milk 
and butterfat, are lower than both a 
year earlier and the 10-year average.
